REMARKS 



Claims 4-18 were previously pending. Claims 5-6 and 1 1-14 have been cancelled. Upon 
entry of the amendments, claims 4, 7-10, and 15-18 will be pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank Examiner Young for allowing claims 4, 7-10, and 15-18. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, Second Paragraph 

Applicants thank Examiner Young for withdrawing the rejections of claims 4-18 under 
35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claims 5, 6, and 1 1-14 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being rendered obvious 
by Meijer et al. (US 2007/0276025). Claims 5, 6, and 1 1-14 have been cancelled, rendering 
these rejections moot.
